WASHINGTON NEws. 


Com mercial Treaty with Spain—The Ala- 
bama Commission, 

Wasninetox, October 5.—Minister Foster 
called atthe state department this forenoon 
end spent an hour with the secretary and 
assistant secretary of the state. The exact 
neture of the errand cannot be learned from 
ollicial sources,but there is reason to believe he 
hes come to Washington to report what the 
Spanish government is willing to do in the mat- 
ter of a purely commercial tre ity, and that he 
had not made or entertained on the part of 


this government any proposition for a new re. 
ciprocity treaty. It-is known that Secretary 
Beyerd thought the reciprocity treaty which 
faiied was a one-sided affair, which proposed 
among other things, to remit $25,000,000 reva- 
hue ennuaily on suger alone, without, in his 
Opinion, securing any adequate advantaze in 
compensation ; it being also his belief that the 
price of thecommodi'ty would not bo material- 
ly reduccd in American markets. On the 
other hand, he was alivetto tha annoyances 
to which merchants and ship owners are suo - 
jected by reason of the Cuban system cf 
onerous regulations and excessive taxes and 
Hnes,in absence of any commercial treaty ba- 
tween the United States and Spain. To miti- 
geste these annoyances, lessen the burdens 
upon shipping, and generally to reduce 
friction to our Cuban trade were the pur- 
poses with which he reopened negotiations 
through Mr. Foster at Madrid.

Stephen Henfro, the 6x-Sheriff, Still at Large, and 
Says He Willi Not be Takeo Alive- Convicts 
Eecape fromthe Blount Springs Q uar- 

ty—TLwo Negroes Shot, Ste, Eto, ~* 


Birwixncnam, Ala, October 5.—[S3 pecial,] — 
Stephen Rentroe, the notorious horse thief, 
ex-kuklux, robber and murderer, made: his 
escepe from the shaft prison of Pratt mines, 
six miles from the city, lest night with three 
other white prisoners. Saturday night a con- 
vict named Norman Martis secroted an auger 
in his clothes before leaving the mine. Ren- 
froe bored a hole through the sleeping apart- 
ment walleof the prison, and with the three, 
made his escape by scaling the walls of the 
Stockade. The outside walls are about 18 
feet high, and required two men to stand on 
each other’s shouldere. The last man on the 
grourd wes pulled up br a rope made ofa 
blanket. 

The men came to the city and passed Cap. 
tain Pickard, of the police; who tarned 
to an officer and said: ‘Those 
men look like convicts.” The convicts left 
the city and wentin the direction ot Helena 
and the Slope mints, near which place

with bloodhound’. Renfroe is still at large.

Seven yeurs ago Wenz iecfi his homs alto- 
gether. His wife heard that he had enlisted 
in the Unifed States army. Four months ago 
he came beck to his wife and child. Daring 
ali the time that he had been absent he had 
not contributed one cent toward their support. 
Mrs. Weng had secured employment at. biad 
IDg cigars, and the child, now nine years of 
eee, Was otiending the East Fifty-seventh 
street primary school. Although she was a 
bright and pretty child, Wenz showed his old 
aversion for her as soon as he returned. Mrs, 
Wenz’s relatives warned her against takiog 
him back, but he promised to reform, and his 
wile forgave him. As soon as he was once 
moore installed in the house he abused his 
wife and child as bedly asever. On Tuesday 
right he locked his wife and child out of the 
house. When they returned the next mora- 
ing he seized @ rezor and chesed his wife out. 

Saturdey morning Mrs. Wenz went to work, 
asurusl. The husband remaining at home. 
As it wes Saturday, the child was at home, 
too. At ten o’elock she was in .the rooms of a 
peighbor, when her father called her. When 
she entered her father’s room,.she says, she 
found him looking very augry and holdiaga 
knotted rope. She telis this story: 

‘Do you know what this is for?’ he asked. 

The child did not. 

‘“‘T am going to hang you with it,” he said. 

Then he knocked her down and fastened 
the rope around her neck. He lifted her up 
until her feet were free from the floor and fas- 
tened the yope to a hook over the door. The 
chud was nearly strangled when he let her 
down egain. Hestruck her with the rope in 
the face, drawing blood. 

‘You'll never see your mother azain,’’ he 
said, fiercely; "you will hang on this rope 
and you willdieonit. I am tired of this 
life. Nowjeay your prayers. 

He forced the child on to her knees, and ex- 
claimed wildly: 

‘‘Now begin. Our Father, which art in 
Leaven——” 

Before the girl could stammer out the words 
he once more fastened the rope around her 
neck and drew hor up again. But again ho 
changed his mind, and lowered her. He 
roughly ordered her to run down stairs, and 
pushed ber away. 

The little girl staggered over to her grand- 
mother, who lives across the street from their 
home. 
Mrs. Geiger rushed over to Wenz’s room. Ha 
denied baving hurt the child. 

Katie told ber story in the Yorkville police 
court in the afternoon. A ridge of discolored 
fiesh extended around her neck, and her face 
wes also badly bruised. 

The father has been arrested and will be 
eent to the asylum as a madman.

|THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


GAINS MADB BY 1HE CONSB®RVA- 
TIVES IN SUNDAY’S CONTSST. 


An Editor Who Attemptsto Celebrate the Victory 
Roughly Handled by a Mob—Parneili Speaks 
iu Ireland— the Eastern Question Under 
Consideration—Troubie in Denmark. 


Parts, October 5.—The results of the elec. 
tions in France yesterday for members ot the 
chamber of deputies as far as officially re- 
ported up to noon today have croated great 
furprise and chegrin among the members of 
the cabinet and their colleagues. Tho 
cortervaiives on the other hand are 
wild with enthusiasm over the 
fact that they succeeded in polling a much 
larger vote then the mostsanguine anticipa- 
ted and making changesin the cabinet rea- 
quisite. The returnsshow thatthe conserva- 
tives bave won 60 seats in 17 of the 
cepartments,end have also beaten two cabinet 
mainisters and made a second ballot necessary 
to decide the fate of two others. The results 
of the elections of Lillie, Marseilles and Paris 
not yet been decided. 

THE RESULT IN PARIS. 

The elections in this city yesterday for 
members of the chamber of deputies resulted 
as follows: M. Brisson, premier, and Allain 
Large, minister of the interior, head the list 
with ten thousand votes each, M. Fluoquet, 
Lockry, Barsdit, Delafasse, Clemencean and 
Paul Bert, received from seven thousand to 
nine thousand votes, and DeCassagnac and 
Iferne, editor of the Soliel, six thousand 
each. In forty-nire departments, including 
Nord, the conservatives gained 36 seats and 
lost 4. 

M. Goblet, minister of public instruction, 
and M. Herve Mangon,minister of commerce, 
are cabinet officers who have been defeated 
by conservatives. The opportunists have lost 
many seais which have been gained by either 
radicals or conservatives. . 

ORLEANISTS ELECTED. 

The Orleanists elected in yesterday’s vote 
were chosen on a bisis of promises of protec. 
tion against American cereals and bacon. 

Lonpon, October 5 —The Paris correspondent 
of the Daily News forecasts the election of two 
hundred loyalists and one hundred and sixty 
radicals, the remainder being moderate re- 
publicans. He adds: “Clemenclau is leading 
the solid radicals, and becomes a political 
power of first magnitude. No republican 
government is possible without him,” 

Paris, October 5.—In eighty-one, depart- 
ments 165 conservatives and 141 republicans 
bave been elected. The conservatives gained 
ninety-three seates and lost five. It will be 
crecessary to have 202 second ballots, 

A MOB, 

The proprietors of the Gaulois, in order to 
signalize conservative successes, illuminated 
their office this evening. The inscripcion, 
“175 conrervatives elected, fiive Lal rance,”’ 
foryaed of gas jets, was conspicuously dis- 
plsyed in the windows. 

A crowd soon assembled and threw stones at 
ihe windows. The volice were unable to dis- 
peree the mob, Editor Meyer made an at- 
tempt to leave the building. He was warned 
by the commissary of the police to abandon 
the idea of leaving, but he persisted and was 
seized by the mob.

al proceedings and outrages and thirst for dis- 
union. The Irish, he claimed, would then 
become, like their countrymen in the British 
colonies, loyal citizens and props tothe con- 
stitution. 

Parnell said the Irish parliament would be 
ecmpelied to protect the native industries 
egsinst England in order to obtain a fair 
start, but the protection would not last loog, 
probably not longer than two or three years. 
He conciuded by warning England that un- 
lees home rule were granted, Irishmen would 
sconer or later have revenge and would suc- 
ceed in destroying British empire.

UBLIC LANDS, 


The sales, or rather the transfers of public 
lands durirg the past fiscal year, aresummed 
up in a recent paper prepared in the general 
land cflice. It isa very interesting document 
in several respects. It not only shows how 
much of the public domain has been dis- 
posed c!, but it shows in what manner it was 
cieposed of, and what states and territories 
are gaining in population, 

During the year there were 226,382 en- 
tries, and 20,115,633 acres were disposed of: 
and yet the cash receipts of the year from 
the sale of public lands were only $7,686,114, 
About thirty-five cents an acre, in other 
words. But when we look into the statement 
we find that the original homestead entries 
covered 7,415,885 acres, and the original tim- 
bereculture entries 4,755,005 acres more. 
The railway selections took another slice, 
and the sggregate of acres actually sold is 
thus reduced to meet the sum actually re- 
ceived. 

Beyond all question a yery large number 
of entries under either the homestead or the 
timber culture act are fraudulent; and asthe 
amountc! fertile and desirable public lands 
is now reduced preity low, congress should 
give the twoacts attention, witha view ol 
stopping unjust and dishonest entries. The 
wholesale donation of the common estate to 
railrosd companies has been stopped, and if 
cishonest entries under the two acts named 
could be stopped, the remainder of the pub 
lic Jands would be kept for actnal sett'ers, or 
elee would be sold to the benefit of all. Tae 
whole subject deserves the attention of con- 
press, 

Leas acres by 6,535,656 were disposed of 
this year than were disposed of in the pre- 
vious year, but over a balf million more 
were disposed cf than in iss3, The receipts 
in 1884 were nearly $12,000,000; and in 1883 
they were about $11,000,000. The falling off 
in receipts is thought to ke largely due 
to frandulent entries under either the home- 
stead or the timber culture act. 

Dako'a wasthe favorite state of settlers 
curing the past fiscal year, furnishing fally 
one-third of the rectipts of the general land 
eftiee. About four anda half million acres 
were disposed of in that territory. Nebraska 
‘istecond in the table, followed closely by 
Kansas. California, Montana and Wasbing- 
ton territory follow ina group, in esch of 
which about a million acres were disposed of. 
Oregop, Minnesota, Wyoming and Colorado 
ere in the next group, or the lot in which 
less than a million acros and over a half of a 
million acres were disposed of. The govern- 
ment transferred 270,000 acres in Alabama; 
244 000 acres in Arkansas; 252,000in Florida; 
381,000 in Louisiana; 111,000 im Missigsippi; 
and 29) 000 scres in Missouri. Al the trans- 
fere in the south about cqualed the transfers 
in California or in Montane; bat while ths

latés remaining unsold, but most of it is 
worthless or unaccessible. When the census 
wes taken in 1880 the government held 
O75 946,458 acres. Sales and transfers have 
reduced this aggregate to 000,000,000 acres— 
animmepse amount. It is. to be doubted, 
however, whether much over one-quarter ef 
thisamount hasany agricultural value, or 
ever will have. It is known that about 
400,000,000 acres are sterile and worthless. 
No doubt about 100,000,000 acres of 
valnable land will be, thrown open to settle- 
ment when the‘Indians accept *farms in sev- 
eralty, and the reservation system is broken 
up. Bofore this is done, our land laws 
ehovéd be carefully revised, and every pre- 
cauticn taken to preserve the surplus [Indian 
lends and the remainderof the public do- 
mein from the iand grabbers. The settlers 
and the public purse should be protected.

From the Augusta Chronicle. 

Dr. Felton and other advocates of the supreme 
rower of the commission, made speeches in tae 
henge that could not be surpassed in their agrari- 
anattacks upon railroad corporations by the 
sar d-lot orators of San Francisco or the leaders of 
the Paris commune.

It is a mistake for people to assert—and no one 
asserts it butan arrant humbug and a blatant 
demagogue, who is not able to make a respectab!

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Stocks ae Reported in the New Work Stock 
Mxchange: 

NEW YORK, October 5.—The general feature of 
today's stock market has been the remarkable 
activity in Lackawanna, This stock opened at 
105%, and on heavy baying rose to 109%4, closing 
at 10S'4, with sales of 114,000 shares, or over 26 per 
ent of the total business, The advance was ac; 
companied by vyariour rumors, all tending to show 
that a yrominent bear operator was being 
Squeezed. The reports differed, however, as to the 
bear party referred to. Ail admit, however, that 
the advance has been due entirely to manipula- 
tion, and that there has been no change whatever 
in the general situation to justify the advance at 
this moment. Delaware and Hudson sympathized 
with the advance in Lackawanna and gained 2% 
percent. There was very active trading alsd in 
Western Union, Lake Shore, Northwestern, New 
York Central, St. Paul and Union Pacific. These, 
with Lackawanna, contributed over 75 per cent of 
the day's business. The market was strong from 
the opening to the close, although there were 
Reveral moderate reactions dnring the day for 
Tractional amounts, and the closing prices for the 
general list are % percent below the highest fig- 
ures, Which were generally reached about the 
middle of theafternoon. New York Central sold 
as bigh es 101,Lake Shore 76, while North western 
touched 102% and St.P@ul-78. These were gainsof

The board of trustees has had a difficals task 
in finding a place adapted to the use of the 
assOciation, central enough to make it effec- 
tive, and cheap enough to be in the limit of a 
prudent purchase. | 

In the first place—ii was decided that the 
building must be puton a corner. There are 
many-central cornerain Atlanta but very fow 
forsale. The almost invariable response that 
the trustees met when applying to the owner 
ofa location that they had agreed on was, “1 
never expect to sell a piece of Atlanta prop- 
erty” or “my property is not for sale at any 
price,’’ 

Discoure ged by this constant refusal which 
took out of competition nearly every availa- 
ble lot, the trustees were finally narrowed 
down to the present site, the Westmoreland 
loton Marietta street; the Sims lot on For- 
syth; the Alexender, at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Forsyth streets, and No.1 engine lot 
on Broad street. There was a strong preter- 
ence among the old workers in the association 
for the present site, and the delay has besn 
mostly caused by trying to negotiate with tha 
state for this property, and this negotiation 
was broken ofi only after it was found that it 
Was impossible to get the home for anything 
like its vaiue. The Sims lot was considered 
rather fear out. The Westmoreland lot was 
thought too narrow for the large building that 
wes contemplated, Dr. Alexander declined 
to ell his lot atany price, and a lease of 
five years, a long lease, by Mr. Vittur 
on the Broad street property shut that out. 

THE SITE THAT IS SELECTED. 

A favorite lot for a long time with the direc- 
tors was that owned by Mrs. C. C. Rhodes on 
the corner of Pryor and Wheat streets. It is 
about eighty feet by ninety, has a street on 
three sides of it, is one short block from Peach- 
tree, two blocks from the Kimball house, end 
in fullsigbt fromthe door of the Kimball 
house and the courthouse. The paving of 
Pryor street makes it the direct route from 
Peachtree to the Kimball house, or from the 
south side of town to Peachtree, and will 
rapidly make it one cf our most important 
thoroughfares.

~The Prosperity of the South 


To.epo, Ohio, Octoder 6. — Ex-Senator 
Thurman made a speech here tonight, and 
gave @ great portion of histime to a reply to 
the recent speeches of Senator Sherman. 
Judge Thurman, at the beginning of his 
epecch, eaid the Mount Cilead speech of Ssn- 
ator Sherman, delivered at the opening of tho 
campaign, was an indictment of the south and 
a revival of the charges of crime and outrages 
made in years gore by. He quoted the words 
of President Garfield in opposition to a revival 
of sectional hatred. 

The last presidential campaign, he said,was 
opened by the republican candidate on the | 


tariff a the chief issue, but beforethe campaign 
clored this was dropped and the “bloody 
shirt’ raised as the banner of certara republi- 
cen victory. But when the votes were counted 
the banner was found trailing in the dust. 
Partieular etress was laid upon thesentimentof 
Grant, that the passions of war were at an end, 
and amazement was expressed that a man 
speaking over his tomb should be so audacious 
es to say there is no reconciliation; that rebel 
lion is not at end; that the only effective way 
to suppress itis again to send the “boys ia 
blue’ to the south. | 

SCORING SHERMAN, 

Quoting from Senator Sherman’s speech, 
ihe speaker said: 

Now it is imposible, as it seems to me, to mii 
understand these utterances They are either. 
yainand empty speech or disgusting bravado, 
such 8s DO man of the ability of Senator Sherman, 
or in his high station, could indulge in withens 
disgrace, Or they are his real sentiments a 
mean, when theroughly analyzed, that if the 
repubiican party cannot obtain power in any 
ater. way, itshall obtain and hold it py the 

0S : 

"ys haw that such anideaifyou do not reflect 
upon it, is calculated to excite your passions; but 
stop and reflect. If the greatstate of Ohio can be 
carried by such appeals to passons and prejudice 
es Shermanis maxing. if his weapdus sbail be 
sufficient to thrast from office men whom, two 
year's #go0, you e'ected; if tley shall hew a way to 
a fifth termin thesenate fortheir author, they. 
will become the creed of the.republicaa party ia 
1828, and the doctrine of hate will be strong'y if 
not permsnently estabiished in the land.” 

Judge Thurman said thas the issue raised 
by Sherman was a dangerous one to the busi- 
iness and prosperity of the American people, 
and the eilort to blow into tlame the dying 
«mbers of-civil strife should be frowned down 
by all loyal people. 

THE COLORED PEOPLE. 

The speaker next proceeded to answer the 
arguments of Sherman concerning the griev- 
cus condition of the colored people in the 
gouth, claiming thatthey were now in the en- 
joy ment of greater prosperity and greater civil 
rights than wereever enjoyed on this globe 
by an equal number oft their 
race. He dated the prosperity 
of that section from 1875, when the democrats 
came into control, and radigal rule and carpet- 
begger reign ceased. At the end of ten years 
itcan be safely claimed that there is not an 
industry in the south but is more prosperous 
then it ever was in that rezion before Now 
they have in many lines of manufacture be- 
come rivals of the mills of eastern states. 

SOUTHERN ENTERPRISE. 

The speaker sketched briely many enter: 
prises in developmentin the south, the free 
secboo's for colored youth, the contentmant 
which exists among the colored people, aad 
the fact that they have not migrated to 
any ofthe old free states. All this, 1} was. 
argued,proves that they were not discontented, 
nor murdered, nor depriyed of their rights, as 
depicted by Senator Sherman, and other re- 
publican orators. The colored maa seemed to 
prefer living with the white men south even 
though they be democrats, to dwelling 
in the tents of the radicals, even though they 
be saints. It was argued that all those things 


¢ could not beso if the negroes south were in tae 


state of wretchedness which has been so often 


acserted. ; : 

Judge Thurman quoted at length from the 
tenth census—of 1880—statistics in proot of 
the assertion which he has made, the principal 
point being that colored people are in &@ ma- 
jority in but two of the southern states—5S yuth 
Carolina and Mississippi—and' he confined his 
argument to the census of those two states. 
The object in the-e figures was to show the 
deprersion in all values in periods covered by 
republican rule and the advancement 0i all 
material interests under democratic govern- 
ment. 

CONTENTED PEOPLE. 

After disposing of the wilderness of figures 
in regard to the condition of South Carolina, 
the speaker summed up by sayigg: 

In snort, everything that feeds or cloths the 
negro in that state is withiu bis reach toa degree, 
tbat be never knew before. Now, once more, 1 

utittoyou: Could this betne case if south 
Garolina is in the lawless condition tbat radical 
speakers represent itto be? Not much. Fellow 
Citizers, this continued s‘rea:. of prosperity uader 
democratic rule,proves that the rule is beneficient 
and the quiet that prevails in- that state, proves 
that the people of all classes there are content 
ed under their government.” : 

Judge Thurman denied the assumption of 
Senator Sherman, that ail colored voters in 
the touth are republicens,and would vote that 
ticket if not terrorized. Le said: 

lf it were true it wou'd be a serious questioz 
wheth a people so servile and cowardlyare fit te 
exercise the elective franchise. Bat, for oae Ido 
not believe they are so utterly debased | I believe 
that having good reason for not voting tae rep 
liean ticket they abstain from doing so in grea 
Bumbers or vote the democratic ticket 
i know very well that un te 
the maniplation of the treedmen 
bureau agents soon after the war, the colores 
people south were, io a great extent, drawn inte 
ibe republican, so-called, union leagues, &ns 
Were taught to believe that if the democrati 
party succeeded they would be once more se 
duced to slavery.
